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REPORT. 


TERRITORY OF NEW MEXICO, 
OFFICE OF THE ADJUTANT GENERAL, 
Santa Fe, N. M., December 31, 1902. 


His Excellency, Miguel A. Otero, Governor of New Mexico, Santa 
Fe, New Mexico: 
Sir: 

I have the honor to make report of the condition of the 
National Guard of the Territory on the 31st day of Decem- 
ber, 1902, viz: 

The Guard is composed of seven companies of infantry, 
one troop of calvary and a sigüal corps, which with officers 
and men and the staff aggregate 525. 

The term of service of the Gatling gun squad expired 
during the year, and a reorganization has not been effected 
up to this time, though several members of the squad are talk. 
ing of again taking up the work. This was an excellent organi- 
zation, well drilled and officered in every respect and I regret 
to have lost it from the service. 

Companies C and I of the First Regiment of Infantry were 
disbanded during the year; the firstcompany named through 
lack of interest and the other because of expiration of its 
term of service. The term of service of Troop E of the First 
squadron of cavalry expired during the year, and no steps 
have yet beeñ taken to reorganize. 

Three new infantry companies were organized during the 
year, viz: Co. D at Silver City, Co. H. at Socorro, and Co. K 
at Las Vegas, and constitute a valuable addition to our 
Guard. 

. I feel that I am justified in saying that the Guard is in 
better condition now than ever before—better uniformed and 
equipped, better discipline is observed; officers and men are 
more punctual and regular in attendance at drill and take 
more interest in their work. The one great thing lacking to 
bring the Guard up toa higher standard is the opportunity 
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to give them drill in battalion and regimental formation, in 
guard mounting and guard duty, and the various other duties 
incumbent upon a soldier when in camp. It was expected 
that we would getrelief in that respect from the passage of the 
“Dick Bill” now pending in the U. S. Senate, which provides 
for the holding of State and Territorial encampments, and the 
use of the congressional allotment in paying theexpenses of 
thesame. Failure to pass the billin the Senate prevented our 
holding a Territorial encampment this year, but I arranged, 
however, to accomodate several companies that desired tohold 
company encampments and make practice marches by furn- 
ishing them the necessary equipage for the purpose. Weare 
not provided with a large amount of camp equipage, for the 
reason that we have no permanent armories, and our appro- 
priation being too small to permit of our holding encamp- 
ments, I have felt that it was not good policy to have a large 
amount of stores on hand that we could not use. 

The passage of the Dick Bill, which is expected to occur at 
this session of Congress, will require of the National Guard 
that it shall join with the army in its annual maneuvers, and 
shall submit to inspections by regular army officers, will 
necessitate more and harder work by the guard than it has 
ever before given to the service, and consequently larger ap- 
propriations by the Territory. The presentappropriation 
of $1,000.00 per year for armory rent and $500.00 for the con- 
tingent expenses of the guard should be increased toa lump 
sum of two thousand dollars, and should be made available 
April 1, 1903, which can be done from the unexfended bal- 
ance in this department. Tle separating of the appropria- 
tion into two funds is unnecessary,and makes confusion with 
the Auditor, as ib sometimes occurs that there is a surplusin 
one fund and a deficiency in the osher, but under the con- 
struction of the Auditor thesurplus may not be used to pay 
the deficiency. And I recommend that the appropriation 
should not specify the places at which armory rentis to be paid, 
It has several times happened that military organizations at 
places specified where armory rent was to be paid have dis- 
banded during the year and new companies organized at 


‘other places where amory rentcould not be paid because they 


were not mentioned in the appropriation act. 
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- As you are-well aware, the Adjutant General is also Quar- 
termaster General, Commissary General and Chief of Ord- 
nance, and performs all the work of those.. officers 
from the highest to the lowest, even to that of com- 
mon laborer in packing and unpacking-stores and receiving 
and shipping the same. The passage of the “Dick Bill” will 
add greatly to the laboruf the Adjutant General, and increase 
his responsibility in a high degree. During the year 1903 
we will have to expend in the neighborhood of ten thousand 
dollars of the Congressional allotment upon a Territorial en- 
campment, which will be disbursed by the Adjutant General 
and he will be required to give bond to the United States in 
double that amount. It must be apparent to every fair- 
minded man who will look for a moment at the work and re- 
sponsibility imposed upon the Adjutant General that the 
present salary of one thousand dollars per annum is insuff. 
cient, and I respectfully request that the salary be increased 
to two thousand dollars. 

In the month of October, 1902, by order of your excellency 
I attended the annual maneuvers of the army held at Fort 
Riley, Kansas, and was greatly interested in every thing 
that I saw. The maneuvers were all conducted upon the 
highest military principles, and showed the high skill of all 
the officers engaged. There was no effort at display, but 
from the Major-general in command to the privates in the 
ranks it was one continuous round of hard work, from morn- 
ing to night. The problems presented for solution were 
carefully prepared by a board of officers detailed for that 
purpose, and the working of them called upon the officers 
for all their knowledge, quickness of thought and celerity of 
action. 'lhere^were present about six thousand troops of all 
arms, in addition to two regiments of the National Guard of 
Kansas, and one battalion from the State of Colorado. I had 
supposed that the maneuvers had been devised mainly for the 
benefit of the National Guard and I was somewhat surprised 
to find on talking with officers of the army, that they were 
being benefited more than any one else. This should not be 
surprising when we consider the fact that of all the officers 
present, perhaps one half of them had never seen a larger body 

_ of soldiers than one battalion engaged in maneuvers or drill, 
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and that the maneuvers ofa division of the army composed 
of allarms was as new to them as to officers of the National 
Guard. The maneuvers savored very little of the ordinary 
sham-battle, sufficient ammunition was used to indicate posi- 
tions and to illustrate the working of the problem upon both 
sides, but when in the solution of the problem the opposing 
sides had reached a point where the battle is expected to be- 
gin all firing ceased, and the result determined by positions 
and the skill displayed in reaching such positions. The great 
success of the maneuvers at Fort Riley should command the 
attention of Congress, and provision should be made for their 
annual recurrence. They constitute an object lesson to the 
army and to the militia that cannot be impressed in any other 
way. There is the drill from the company up to the division 
formation, the intermingling of the different arms of the ser- 
vice, showing the positions and uses of each, all working to- 
gether in a harmonious whole, there is the practical experi- 
ence of selecting and making camps, with proper attention to 
drainage and sewerage and scientific disposal of excrement, 
the proper cooking of the army ration, regular habit of eat- 
ing and sleeping, all of which Gontribute to the health and 
welfare of the soldier. I amindebted to Major-General John 
C. Bates, commanding the maneuvering division, and to the 
members of his staff for their constant courtesy while I was 
in camp. Indeed I may say the same of all the army officers 
with whom I came in contact. I believe the intermingling of 
the officers of the army with those of the militia upon such 
occasions will have an excellent effect and increase the re- 
spect that ene should have for the other. 

At+the last session of the Legislative Assembly an appro- 
* priation of six hundred dollars was made for the publication 
of five hundred copies of a roster of the New Mexico Volun- 
teers in the Spanish-American war, the publication to be 
made under the direction of the Adjutant General, and I re- 
gret to report that the work has not been done. [have met 
with obstacles from the start. First, I applied to the War 
Department for the military record of certain officers, among 
them Colonels Wood and Roosevelt, thinking the work would 
not be complete without the record of the distinguished com- 
manders of the 1st. U. S. Volunteer Cavalry, in which New 
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Mexico had tive troops; my application was refused upon 
the ground that the regiment named was not a Territorial 
organization, but à regiment of U. S. volunteers, and it was 
against the rules of the Department to furnish State or 
Territorial officers information concerning National Volun- 
teers. Ialsoapplied to the several troop commanders of 
New Mexico volunteer organizations for the use of the re- 
tained copies of their muster-out rolls to assist me in pre- 


paring the roster, and while they all promised me I should. 


have them, itis sufficient to say that I did not get them, and 
having no accurate data from which to make up the roster 
the work was dropped, and the appropriation under the law 
will be covered back into the Treasury. 


I made the annual inspection of the New Mexico Military 


Institute, located at Roswell, on the 16th day of March, 1902, 
and am glad to say that I found everything pertaining to it 
in good condition, and the Institute prosperous in all its af- 
fairs. Itis a pleasure to me to be able to say, that at each 
inspection of this school I have found the conditions im- 
proved over the preceding year, which shows that the Su- 
perintendent and his Assistants are alive to their work, and 
striving to excel. I have so often-deseribed this institution, 
its buildings, course of study and surroundings that it 
seems unnecessary to repeat the same in this report. Act. 
ing under your orders I attended the commencement exer- 
cises in June of this year, and delivered to the Honor grad- 
uates their commissions in the National Guard, which the 
law provides they shall receive. The graduates in the order 
named were Lloyd T. Buell, of Santa F'e County, George W. 
Read, Jr., and Earl Patterson, of Chaves County, who have 
the honor of being tlie first graduates of this excellent insti- 
tution. The commencement exercises were of a high order, 
and showed that the instruction through the entire course 
had been thorough and the students diligent. 

The failure of Congress, for lack of time, to pass the bill 
for the validation of the act of the Legislative Assembly, au- 
thorizing the Regents to issue bonds in the amount of $25,000, 
for the construction of additional buildings has beén a disap- 
pointment to the Regents and officers of the Institute. The 
great need of the Institute at this time is an additional build- 
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ing, which will greatly increase its earning capacity. So 
many County Cadets are maintained in the school at actual 
cost, that until the accommodations are increased to the ex- 
tent that a larger number of paying students can be ad- 
mitted, the institution cannot be made self-supporting. I 
earnestly renew my recommendation made last year,that the 
law be amended so as to permit Territorial.and County Ca- 
dets to remain in the institution for a full course of four 
years. The law as it stands now which authorizes the Gov- 
ernor and each member of the Legislative Assembly to ap- 
point a cadet, will in its operation turn out many of the ca- 
dets at the end of a two years’ term. l 

I respectfully call attention to the fact, that many of the 
muster rolls of the New Mexico Volunteers in the civil war 
are becoming so worn and mutilated as to no longer bear 
handling, and fall to pieces when they are hanaled. They 
should be transcribed into a book so that the handling of the 
rolls should be obviated.” Many years ago a book was pro- 
vided for this purpose, but the pay of the Adjutant General 
has been so small, and no clerical assistance being provided, 
the work has been neglected. This is a work thatin justice 
to the volunteers and their widows should be done at once. 
I have quite recently been called to examine rolls in cases 
where the allowance of pensions depended upon what the 
rolls in this office should show regarding their military ser- 
vice. In several cases I found the rolls so mutilated that 
the names of these particular soldiers were torn and worn 
off, and the parties were deprived of their rights thereby. 
An appropriation of three hundred dollars for the pay of a 
clerk or copyist for six months would enable me to have the 
worst.of such rolls properly transcribed, and thus preserve 
the evidence of service for the benefit of many old soldiers, 
and soldiers’ widows. : 

1 also recommend the appropriation of the sum of one hun- , 
dred dollars for the construction of a glass show case for the 
preservation of the war flags and war relics in my custody. 
The frequent handling of these flags by visitors to the office 
should be prevented by providing cases therefor. 

I regret to report that in spite of the most rigid economy 
that could be used in the administration of this Department 
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. thereis an unpaid indebtedness incurred during the year of 
$135.00, and I respectfully recommend that the amount be 


covered by’an appropriation therefor in the deficiency bill 
that may be presented to the Legislative Assembly.
